This issue I’ve got some recommendations from 
around the world: first of all, from the southern hemispheres 
(I’m not supposed to say “downunder’ anymore), is the first 
issue of a spanking new fanzine: South Fur Lands, edited 
by Jason Gaffney. Here is a look at furry fandom as it is 
practiced by the fans in Australia. It features artwork and 
strips by a number of fans, including Gaffney, Bernard Doove, 
Grant Freckleton, and Skye Ogden, among others. The high- 
lights of the issue include a prose story by Paul Kidd (The 
Chick-Pea Blues, featuring characters from his Fangs of 
K’aath novel) illustrated by the multi-faceted Craig Hilton, 
and some bizarre pages of the Weird Stress Kittens by 
Gerard Ashworth. You can’t be more versatile than those 
two selections! The cost is $6.00 American and can be or- 
dered from Jagafeh Press, c/o Jason Gaffney, 10 Hibiscus 
St., Cabbage Tree Point, QLD 4207, Australia. 

From the other side of the globe is Fur Scene from 
England, published by Martin Dudman. The most recent 
issue (#4) has stories and articles from several of the 
BritFurFans, including an article on the Xanadu comic se- 
ries and one on The Travels Of Willy Fog, a British animated 
TV show. Some of the fans with work in this issue are lan 
Curtis, Simon Barber, Kev Beeley, Nik Jardine, Mark 
Routledge, and Freddy Anderson. There are even a few 
American artists getting in the act, like Lia (Tygger) Graf, 
Terrie Smith, and our own Mark Stanley. 

Fur Scene is atypical of other fanzines in that it is 
also a catalog of furry publications for sale. Martin is also a 
mail-order distributor who offers hard-to-get American furry 
comics to the British fans, and the last few pages of the ‘zine 
have a complete listing of everything he has to offer. I’m not 
sure how much individual issues cost, but American readers 
can order a subscription of four issues for $12 (...1 guess 
that would make each issue $3.00 apiece, wouldn’t it?); the 
address is United Publications, 85 Croydon Rd, Keston, Kent, 
BR2 8HU, UK. 

One important note here: keep in mind that these 
are both overseas fanzines! It may take a while to receive 
your order because of the distances involved. To make pro- 
cessing of your order easier, remember the following: don’t 
send cash; use money orders or checks made out on one of 
the appropriate country’s banks; figure on at least $2.25 for 
postage and shipping as a minimum (overseas shipping is 
expensive; if you have any questions, write them first and 
inquire about the specifics). 

While I’m on the subject of mail-order, let me not 
forget to put in a word for Ed Zolna’s Mailbox Books! Ed has 
been specializing in distributing furry books here in the States 
for the last couple of years, and has been doing a bang- 


up job of it! Ed has a large stock of books from several 
publishers, as well as several fanzines, portfolios, and other 
goodies. If you write to him (at Mailbox Books, P O Box 
1278, Roslyn, PA 19001), he’ll send you a catalog. 
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Here’s a letter that beamed it’s way over to us via 
the ol’ information highway:
